Directors of the Florida Fruit 
and Vegetable Association in a 
meeting in Orlando adopted an 
action program for the Associa- 
tion pledging to continue and 
expand service to Florida Agri- 
culture. 

Andrew Duda, Jr., Oviedo, 
president of the Association, 
outlined the program as follows: 

"In the field of Production 
end Harvesting, the Association 
will continue support of gov- 
ernment agricultural | agencies 
to assure that sufficient appro- 
priations and finances are re- 
ceived by all departments en- 
gaged in research or service to 
farmers; 

“Direct FFVA personnel to 
act in every way possible as 
liaison between the require- 
ments and the problems of 
farmers and the established 
agency capable of rendering the 
action needed; 

“Report research results, new 
agricultural developments and 
interesting information within 
the produce industry to farmers; 

“And in building “up a more 
reliable supply of domestic farm 
workers; continue to provide an 
orderly supply of supplemental 
foreign labor and the service 
incidental thereto; aid in-de- 
veloping adequate work incen- 
tives; and to aid in proper com- 
pliance with existing regula- 
tions;

Staffing V. A. Hospital—With 
Congressman Billy Matthews 
and a delegation from Gaines- 
ville, I called on the Veterans 
Administration here Friday, to 
urge construction of a long- 
sought neuro-psychiatric hos- 
pital on a site the government 
bought for the purpose in Ala- 
chua County.
